ments; every impartial Man muft conceive ine 
Sorrow of Malecontents to be very great on 
their Account, becaufe he cannot be ignorant 
how great an Affection thele Gentlemen bear 
to Colonels and Bihops. 

Av laft the Craft/man comes to the Poinr, 
and tells us jult what Common Senfe teld us laft 
Week, That fome People lately turned out, fancy 
Somebody had a band in it; and, without farther 
Evidence, would have all the Good People of 
England, and eipecially the Army, very angry 
with this Somebcdy ; nor would it be difpleafing, 
if they would be fo kind as to knock his Brains 
out. But what if all this is mere Sufpicion 7 
Muft an Infurreétion be raifed on account of the 
Dreams of a few difcontented Men? Nay, ad- 
mit all they fay, muft the Army lofe their Duty, 
becaufe two or three Officers have loft their 
Commiffions ?- Without doubt thefe Officers were 
acquainted with the King's Pleafure, and with 
the Caufes thereof. As to the Crafi/man's threat- 
ning that both Prince and M.nifler may have an:ple 
Caufe to repent of difcarding {uch Officers, which 
are his own Words, I will venture to affirm that 
can never be ; becaufe fuch Officers as encourage 
and fupport fuch Difcourfes as this on their Re- 
moval, muft juftify that Removal to the World; 
for what is this better or worfe than affirming, 
that an Officer hath fuch a Right to his Com- 
miffion, as that he may throw off his Loyalry 
when it is taken from him ; which Sort of Rea- 
foning, if ir could be once eftablifhed, might be 
converted into an unanfwerable Argument for 
laying afide the Army altogether; becaufe it 
would be then certain that the Army would 
neither be the Army of the Aine, or Nation, but 
a Body of Men independent on both, and, confe- 
quently, formidable to both. 

Mr. D* Anvers next introduces a Story of the 
Roman Emperor Commodus, who, he fays, was 
a bad Prince, dreffed himfelf in the Skins of 
wild Beafts, and was what we call a A/artinet. 
He fays that in the Time of this Emperor, the 
Caledonians cut to Pieces the Roman Army in 
Britain, commanded by an unexperienced Gene- 
ral; That Affairs were reftored by UIpius Afar- 
cellus, by his reviving the antient ftriét Dif- 


cipline of the Remars; thar after all this, A/ar- 


cellus was deprived of his Government, and the 
Emperor was like to have put him to Death. 
Upon the Removal of Afarcellus, he fa\s, the 
Army mutinied, and that Perenus, the Empe- 
ror’s Favourite, brolze all the old Officers, puting 
in their Places fuch as were devoted to him; the 
Army, upon this, fent a Detachment of Fifteen 
hundred Men, to accufe him to rhe fmperor, 
who having been jealous of him for fome 
time, delivered him to thof Soldiers, who ex 
He then fiys ; 
© This, I fuppo‘e, will be conftrued, according 
* to Cuftom, into a Defence of /{fa{inations, 
© Tunrultuous Executions, or, perhaps, fome trea- 
© fonable Parallel; though [ mean the Applica- 
* tion only in general to thew rhe ill Policy of 
* turning out brave old Officers, without any jult 
* Reafon. But fich jittie Cavils have been fo 
* often expofed already, that I thall proceed to 
© the chicf Defizn of this Paper, without any 
* farther Apology.” 

Ie Mr. D’Anvers can make no better Apo- 
logies than thefe, I think he is in the right not 
to reckon much on them; what [ have juft now 
tranfcribed, muft, in the Opinion of difcerning 
Readers, render his treafonable Parallel fill 





ftronger, as leaving no room to doubt who we 
are to underftand hy Commodus, who b. Marcellus, 
and who by Peremiws. At is certain that fuch In- 
finuations are maticious and dangerous, and that 
they would be much more fo, it they were not 
unjuft. A Man that can bring himielf co com- 
pare his Prince with Commedrs, and to call him 
a Martinet, becaufe he reviews his Forces, and 
fees that People do not pay their Money for 
Nothing, fhews the Rancour of his own Heart, 
without being able to injure his Mafter: Such 
Sort of Comparifons are in the Power of every 
Man who, through a Deficiency of Loyalty and 
Senfe, dares to make tliem; and Crlcb may, with 
equal Juftice, compare a King to Nero for going 
to Operas, cr ftyle him a Aeliogebelus for vot 
going without a Dinner. Ic is the eafielt Matrer 
in the World to call Names; bur ir ought to 
be remembered, that Slinri, at length, thongh 
late, was called to a fevrve Aeceurt for curfing the 
Lord's Anointed. As to Perenius’s Removit g the 
Ofticers, Mr. D’ Anvers has afficned a good Rea- 
fon for it, for an Inclination to mutiny was cer~ 
tainly fo, or the World has hitherto been 
ftrangely out in fuch Matters. That the Em- 
peror facrificed Percnius for ferving him, was 
certainly very ungrateful ; and J can {ee no Rea- 
fon for his inferting it, but that he loves to be 
talking of Murders at any Rate. There is one 
thing more I cannot help obferving, and it is 
this ; that Commodus, for his Love of Military 
Ditcipline, is termed, by way of Reproach, a 
Martixet ; and Upius Marcellus is commended ; 
for what? why, for loving Military Difciplix: ! 
Is it not ftrange, that what was the Crime of the 
Prince, thould be the Glory ot his Officer? But 
Mr. D" Arvers,to have an Upportunity of callirg 
the King a Afartixct, and to talk of the Murder 
of » will venture upon an Abfurdity cr 
two at any time. For ofce, however, | will 
follow his Method, and, without troubling my- 
felf with the reft of his Paper, addrefs the Re- 
mainder of this to to thofe for whofe Sakes both 
his and mine were writren. 

In refpeé to thefe Difputes about the Army, 
the People of Great Fritain, if they confider them 
ferioufly, will find themfelves very little, if at 
all concerned. The Power of difpo'rg of all 
Commiffions, is in the Crown by our Conftitaticn, 
and it is the Intereft of the People that it fhould 
be fo; becaufe if it were placed elfewhere, it 
would be more dangerous, and Iefs ufefiu'. As 
this Power is, by virrue of our Conftitution, in 
the Crown, we have no Reafon to complain be- 
caufe the Crown exerts it; unlefs it fiould 
appear, that in exerting ir, the Crown int-nded 
to injure and opprefS its Subjects. Some Con- 
jCtures of this Sort might be made, if Removes 
were general, and thofe advanced were Men void 
of Exocrience, low in Birth, and mean in For- 
tune. But, as this is certainly not the Cafe; as 
Removes are neither general, nor frequent ; as 
thofe advanced are Perfons of Dittinguihed 
Rank and Merit; ascur Army is commanded by 
Noblemen of the beft Families, by Gentlemen of 
large and independent Fortunes, and by old ex- 
perienced Officers, who think they are under 
the highs Obligations to their Prince for con- 
fidering, acknowledging, and rewarditip their 
Services ; what Grounds have the Subjeéts of 
Great Britain for Difidence or Apprehenfions ! 
Factions in the Army, might be attended with 
dreadful Confequences; and, if thev were ar- 
tended with no worfe Confequences than divide- 
ing Orlicers in Sentiments and Intereft, even this 
would fruftrare the End for which the Army is 
kept on foot ; wherefore it is the higheft P. u- 
dence to prevent fuch Faétions, by removing 
fuch as by Harangues, Brigues, or Paffionate 
Difcourfes, evince a Difpofition of forming 
Parties, and making themfelves formidable at 
the Expence of their Obedience, which is alwavs

according to Law. WH therefore the Power ot 
changing the Othcers, be, by our Conftitution, 
in the King; it there are Reafons way fuch 
4 Power fhould be fometimes exercifed ; and if, 
in the prefent Cate, ic has been exerci ed with- 
out any vifible Detriment to the Army, or the 
Kingdom; why fheuld the Subjects of Great 
Britain diftub themielvves abour it, or expect 
thie King fhould more explicitly declare his 
Reafons tor removing a Colonel, than a Coloncl 
ever does for breaking any noa-commiflioned 
Oticer? The Arguments brought to defend this 
Practice, are aliogetiher fallacious, and the Peo- 
ple muit cither {ligt them, or think cf taking 
the Power of che Sword from the King, in order 
to v ft ic ia tle Army, or Themfelves.
